Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Deport  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  during  the  year 
1935. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  death  rate  was  1*2.9  per  1,000,  being 
a  slight  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. — The  birth  rate  was  17.3  per  1,000,  being 
an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
61  per  1,000  live  births,  being  a  decrease  under  that  of  the 
previous  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — There  was  a  large  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Measles — 100,  as  compared  with  593  last 
year.  There  has  also  been  a  marked  decrease  in  Scarlet  Fever, 
there  being  only  36  cases,  as  against  120  cases)  in  1934.  There 
were  no  school  closures. 

SANITATION. — The  sanitation  of  the  District  is  excellent. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE.— Both  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  have  been  well  attended,  as 
also  have  the  Infant  Clinic  and  the  Ante  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 
The  numbers  who  availed  themselves  of  these  services  showed  a 
considerable  increase.  Artificial  Sunlight  Treatment  is  provided 
at  the  Clinic,  Prince  Street,  Waterloo,  whereat  a  Clinic  has  been 
opened.  The  installation  is  a  mercury  quartz  vapour  lamp.  The 
Ivromayer  lamp  is  used  for  throat,  nose,  ear  and  vaginal  treatment. 
Many  infants  and  several  expectant  mothers  and  post-natal  cases 
have  been  treated.  As  the  throat,  nose  and  ear  Clinic  deals  with 
school  children,  it  cannot  adequately  cope  with  cases  requiring 
treatment.  Cases  of  Otorrhoea  are  kept  unduly  long  on  the 
waiting  list.  These  are  often  due  to  the  Diphtheria,  or  Haemolytic 
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Streptococcus,  and  in  view  of  the  liability  to  contract  Meningitis,, 
mastoid  disease,  or  other  complications,  the  necessity  of 


immediate  treatment  is  evident,  in  view  of  the  liability  for 


permanent  or  some  degree  of  deafness  to  ensue.  Owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  treatment,  large  numbers  cannot  be  dealt  with  at 
a  Clinic. 

Much  as  one  appreciates  the  prospect  of  a,  National  Service 
of  Midwives  in)  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  maternal  mortality,  one 
recognises,  especially  in  this  semi-industrial  population  of  the 
depressed  area  of  Merseyside,  that  the  predominant  factor  in  the 
reduction  of  maternal  mortality  should  be  the  safeguarding  of  the 
health  of  the  expectant  mother,  not  only  during  her  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  period,  but  “  most  essentially  during  her  married  life . 
From  the  day  of  her  marriage  the  wife  of'  the  low-wage  earner  or 
casual  labourer1  is  subject  to  inadequate  housing  and  dietry,  result¬ 
ing'  in  deterioration  of  her  health.  At  the  time  of  her  conception 
she  is  frequently  C  III.,  and  if  she  has  borne  several  children  is 
the  more  likely  to-  be  so.  There  appears  to  be  a  pressing  and 
urgent  need  for  her  to  be  included  in  a  National  Scheme  for 
medical  attendance,  and,  if  necessary,  dietetic  assistance.  Other¬ 
wise,  how  can  she  be  fitted  to  produce  healthy  children. 

One  feels  that  the  foundation  of  any  Scheme  for  the  reduction 
of  maternal  mortality  should  make  provision  of  this  character. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  EDUCATION.— In  addition  to  the 
methods  already  mentioned,  talks  on  hygiene  are  given  by  the 
teachers  in  the  schools,  and  hygiene  pamphlets  are  distributed  at 
the  school  clinics  and  school  medical  inspections. 

Posters  supplied  by  the  Health  and  Cleanliness  Council  are 
exhibited  in  prominent  positions  in  the  district,  being  frequently 
changed. 

IMMUNISATION. — 'Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  has  been  continued.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES.— The  Urban  District  of  Waterloo- 
with-Seaforth  is  situated  on  the  estuary  of  the  Mersey  to  the 
north  of  Bootle,  and  having  on  its  eastern  boundary  agricultural 
land  for  its  entire  length. 

On  the  northern  and  north-eastern  sides  it  is  bounded  by 
the  Urban  District  of  Great  Crosby,  and  to  the  south-east  by 
the  Rimrose  Brook.  This  brook  for  a  portion  of  its  length  in 
Seaforth  is  oulverted  where  it  passes  under  Sea, forth  Road  and 
certain  property  in  Sandy  Road.  A  scheme  of  drainage  for  the 
Rimrose  Brook  Watershed  has  recently  been  agreed  to  bv  the 

u  CD.  v 

authorities  concerned,  which  comprise  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  and  the  Councils  of  the  Districts  through  which  the  brook 
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flows.  The  scheme  provides  for  culverting  and  diverting  the  line 
of  the  existing  brook  and  its  removal  as  an  open  brook  from  this 
district  entirelv. 


OPEN  SPACES. — The  district  is  well  provided  with  open 
spaces,  which  are  situated  to  serve  all  parts.  Bowersdale  Park  at 
the  south  end  contains  2f  acres,  Seaforth  Recreation  Ground  and 
Crosby  Road  Recreation  Ground  near  the  centre  contain  14J 
acres,  whilst  Victoria  Park  at  the  north  end  is  19-|  acres  in  extent. 
During  the  year  Brook  Vale  Recreation  Ground,  containing  9^ 
acres,  was  opened,  having  been  converted  from  a  completed  Refuse 
Disposal  Tip. 

The  Marine  Gardens  on  the  sea  front  between  Great  George’s 
Road  and  South  Road  is  in  area  about  3-|  acres,  and  Adelaide 
Garden,  between  Blucher  Street  and  Wellington  Street,  is  2  acres 
in  extent.  They  are  very  tastefully  laid  out  and  are  provided 
with  a  large  number  of  seats.  Crescent  Green  of  4^  acres,  also  on 
the  sea  front,  and  situated  between  the  previous  gardens,  is  in 
process  of  conversion  into  a  Marine  Garden.  Beach  Lawn,  the 
remaining  Green  on  the  sea  front,  lias  been  acquired  by  the 
Council,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  be  commenced  on  this 
Green  in  the  coming  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. — There  were  538  births  registered  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  262  were  males  and  276  females,  which 
gives  a  birth  rate  of  17.3  per  1,000  of  the  population  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-General,  which  was  30,930.  Last  year  the 
births  numbered  489,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15.8  per  1,000  per 
annum.  The  birth  rate  exceeds  the  death  rate  by  4.4  per  1,000. 
The  birth  rate  of  England  and  Wales  is  14.7  per  1,000  total 
population. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  residents  of 
the  district  during  the  year  numbered  401,  showing  a  death  rate 
of  12.9  per  1,000  per  annum.  In  1934  there  were  387  deaths, 
giving  ai  death  rate  of  12.5  per  1,000  per  annum.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  11.7  per  1,000  per  annum.  Of  the 
deaths  which  occurred  in  the  district,  it  is  noteworthy  that  155 
were  transferables. 

Heart  Disease,  Respiratory  Diseases,  Cancer  and  Malignant 
Disease,  and  Congenial  Debility,  were  the  predominant  causes 
of  death. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE.— There  were  33  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  a  death  rate  of  61  per  1,000 
live  births.  Last  year  there  were  35  deaths,  giving  a  death  rate 
of  71  per  1,000  live  births.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 


WATER. — The  water  supplied  to  the  district  is  from  the 
Liverpool  Corporation  Waterworks.  There  is  a  constant  supply 
of  excellent  quality.  327  yards  of  5  inch  and  1,026  yards  of 
4  inch  cast  iron;  25  yards  of  4  inch  steel  water  mains. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES. — These  have  been 
cleansed  during  the  year  by  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  lands. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.— The  sewers  and  drains  are 
in  good  condition,  and  the  flushing  was  continued  to  a  limited 
extent.  The  smoke  test  is  applied  to  the  drains  of  both  old 
and  new  property. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.— The  number  of  closets  in 
the  district  at  the  end  of  the  vear  was  12,297.  All  of  these  are- 
fresh  water  closets,  with  the  exception  of  nine  pail  closets  in  an 
outlying  part  of  the  district. 

SCAVENGING. — Scavenging  is  very  well  done  by  the 
Council's  Staff;  each  man  is  responsible  for  a  small  district. 

The  Pagefield  System  of  refuse  collection  continues  to  give 
satisfaction,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OE  THE  AREA.— A  classified 
statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  defects  and 
nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action  taken,  etc.,  will  be  found 
in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — A  number  of  observations  were 
taken  throughout  the  year.  The  time  limit  allowed  for  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  is  4  minutes  per  hour.

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PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. — 
HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS.— These  houses,  which  are 
registered  under  the  Council’s  Regulations,  are  visited  weekly, 
198  visits  having  been  paid  during  the  year.  There  are  13  houses 
on  the  Register.  There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. — Regular  supervision  is  kept  over 
the  25  shops  carrying  on  the  fish-frying  business,  and  I  had  no 
complaints  regarding  smells  from  cooking  or  from  storage  of  the 
materials.  The  Council’s  bye-laws  are  strictly  enforced. 

Schools. 

The  Schools  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  A  more  detailed 
statement  will  be  found  in  my  Report  as  School  Medical  Officer. 

Housing. 

The  building  of  the  smaller  type  of  house,  which  commenced 
in  1933  on  Marina  Estate,  Brook  Vale  Estate,  and  the  Seaforth 
Road  Estate,  has  now  been  completed.  I  felt  at  the  time  that 
the  provision  of  a  large  number  of  this  class  of  house  would  have 
considerably  eased  the  housing  position,  such,  however,  has  not 
been  the  case.  From  a  return  made  by  one  of  the  leading  estate 
agents,  it  is  reported  that  out  of  256  lettings  only  71  were  to 
residents  of  this  district,  while  the  remaining  185  were  let  to 
persons  residing  outside  the  district. 

The  Minister  of  Health’s  Inspector  held  an  inquiry  into  the 
Council’s  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  land  and  houses  in 
Nos,  1  and  2  Areas  in  Sandy  Road,  and  these  were  later  confirmed 
by  the  Minister.  The  Council  has  since  purchased  the  land  and 
the  Surveyor  is  now  engaged  on  the  lay-out  and  estimates. 

Building  is  proceeding  on  the  site  of  Elm  House,  Crosby  Road 
South,  which  has  been  demolished.  Other  schemes  of  re-develop¬ 
ment  of  this  character  are  anticipated  in  the  near  future.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food, 

MILK  SUPPLY  AND  OTHER  FOODS— The  cowsheds 
and  milkshops  within  the  district  have  been  regularly  visited  and 
the  premises  found  to  be  in  good'  condition  ;  several  improvements 
have  been  recorded.  Attention  has  also  been  directed  to  the 
storage  of  milk  and  the  sterilization  of  bottles. 

Forty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  obtained  from  persons  selling 
milk  within  the  district  and  sent  to  Professor  Wright  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  tubercle  bacillus  was  found  in 
two  samples.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified 
and  arranged  for  the  cows  at  each  shippon  to  be  examined-  by  the 
County  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

Two  samples  of  water,  and  two  samples  of  ice-cream  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  one  sample  each  of 
water  and  of  chocolate  roll  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  by  the 
Public  Analyst.  All  these  matters  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

ADULTERATIONS,  &c. — 'Samples  were  taken  under  the 
Sale)  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  and 
the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk  Regulations  by  the  County  Police,

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFIED.— 288  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified  and  134  of  these  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  number  of  cases  notified  last  year  was 
904.  There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases,  of 
Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

78,000  units  of  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  were  issued  to  necessitous 
cases.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHEEIA  AND 
SCAEEET  FEVEE. — The  numbers  immunised  during  the  year 
are  satisfactory.  At  all  my  Clinics  the  advantage  of  immunisation 
is  pointed  out  as  well  as  at  every  School  Medical  Inspection,  and 
explanatory  leaflets  couched  in  simple  language  are  distributed. 
Posters,  are  exhibited  once  yearly  in  prominent  positions.  Consent¬ 
ing  parties  are  immunised  each  week  and  are  not  kept  waiting. 
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Two  biscuits  are  given  to  each  child  who  attends.  Children 
look  forward  to  coming  the  next  week.  1  find  that  mothers 
voluntarily  give  in  their  children’s  names  when  aged  4  to  6  weeks 
to  be  immunised  when  8  or  10  months  old.  No  other  procedure 
is  adopted  save  than  once  yearly  placing  posters  concerning 
immunisation  on  private  posting  boards,  the  Clinic  building,  and 
appropriate  positions  throughout  the  district  is  adopted.

The  total  dosage  of  Scarlet  Fever  Prophylactic  given  in 
immunisation  amounts  to  152,500  skin  doses.  Haphazard  testing 
shows  a  rapid  immunity  is  developed.  No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
has  arisen  amongst  those  immunised  with  this  dosage.  I  am 
convinced  that  for  Scarlet  Fever  such  a.  high  dosage  is  the  necessity 
and  small  dosage  is  to  be  deplored.  A  certain  number  of  reactions 
are  met  with  after  the  first  and  second  doses,  but  not  usually  there¬ 
after.  The  number,  however,  is  negligible.  Reaction  consisting 
of  nausea,,  sometimes  vomiting  and  a  temperature  rarely  last 
beyond  the  third  day,  ceasing  on  the  fourth.  A  purge  or  a  slop 
dietary  are  the  only  treatment  necessary,  with  lightly  rubbing  in 
Castor  Oil  over  the  injection  site  if  it  should  be  painful. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  use  any  other1  form  of  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  than  T.A.F.  as  it  gives,  in  the  dosages  which  I 
employ,  such  a  satisfactory  result. 


Cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  which  have  occurred 
amongst  the  immunised  have  been  investigated  by  Dr.  Hodgson, 
Medical  Superintendent  of  Liverpool  City  Hospital,  Fazakerley, 
and  taking  in  all  immunised  cases  and  at  the  commencement  of 
immunisation  in  the  district,  the  dosages  of  both  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  and  Scarlet  Fever  were  very  low,  give  the  following 
result :  — 


Diphtheria)  attack  rate  per  100  immunised  =  O'.  19% 
Scarlet  Fever  attack  rate  per  100'  immunised  =  0.42l% 

I  have  to  thank  both  Dr.  Hodgson  and  Dr.  O’Brien  for  their 
kind  assistance  and  advice. 
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I  have  not  met  a,  case  of  Anaphylaxis  since  we  commenced 
immunisation. 

The  reactor  is  the  one  most  likely  to  contract  the  disease  arid 
get  a,  severe  attack.  Reactors  should  he  asked  to  attend  for  a 
further  dose  of  Prophylactic  beyond  that  usually  given. 

Of  the  infants  attending  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  children  from  Elementary  Schools,  80%  invariably 
accept  immunisation. 

l)r.  Herd,  who  is  the  Consultant  Gynaecologist  at  the  Pre- 
Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic,  invariably  Hick  tests  expectant 
mothers,  and,  if  positive,  they  are  immunised.  He  adopts  this 
procedure  inasmuch  as  the  Haemolytic  Streptococcus  is  the  cause 
of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  though  immunisation  may  not  produce  a 
high  degree  of  immunity,  the  fact  is  fairly  established  that  an 
immunised  person  who  contracts  Puerperal  Fever  has  a  mild  and 
non-fatal  attack.  It  has  greatly  aided  in  inducing  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised.  Some  years  ago,  I  instanced  a  case 
where  a  child  returned  from  Hospital  after  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the 
mother  contracted  Puerperal  Septicaemea  and  died,  an  aunt  con¬ 
tracted  Erysipelas  and  died,  also  the  father  contracted  Septicaemea 
and  died.  In' each  case,  the  Haemolytic  Streptococcus  was  found 
in  the  blood.  During  this  year,  in  another  district,  I  was  called 
into  consultation  to  see  a  case  of  Puerperal  Fever.  I  found  that 
the  grandmother,  who  had  been  in  the  house  at  the  time  of  confine¬ 
ment,  had  at  that  time  contracted  Erysipelas.  The  Haemolytic 
Streptococcus  was  present  in  both  cases. 

In  the  past,  I  have  found  frequently  that  both  the  Haemolytic 
Streptococcus  or  the  Diphtheria  B.  are  present  in  Otorrhcea,  where 
no  attack  of  either  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  has  been  traceable, 
but  which  must  have  occurred.  Some  urge  that  with  iinmunisa- 
tion,  you  increase  carriers.  The  remedy  is  obvious-- “  Let  all  be 
Immunised.” 

Since  1928,  Diphtheria  has  been  unduly  prevalent  in  Liverpool 
of  which  Waterloo- with- Seaforth  is  an  appenage,  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria,  and  Scarlet  Fever  was  commenced  during  the 
second  half  of  the  year  1931. 

Reference  to  the  cost  of  hospital  maintenance  shews  its 
beneficial  effects.  I  here  has  also  been  a  marked  diminution  of 
sore  throats  ’  ’  in  the  schools. 

Furthermore,  since  the  last  Census  in  view  of  new  property 
erected  and  as  corroborated  by  the  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
children  on  the  School  Register  the  population  must  be  1,500  to 
2,000  over  the  number  then  existant. 
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Very  large,  numbers  of  the  children  have  been  already 
immunised  prior  to  their  residence  here  in  Liverpool,  as  also  have 
considerable  numbers  by  private  practitioners.  At  a  very  low 
estimate  these  numbers  woold  certainly  be  of  age  up  to  fourteen 
years  an  aggregate  of  500.

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TUBERCULOSIS. — Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1930,  59  cases  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from 
this  disease.  There  were  26  deaths  during  the  year,  and1  out  of 
these  there  werej  two  non-notified  cases.

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  163  specimens  of 
sputum,  119  X-ray  photographs  were  taken,  and  120  screen 
examinations  made. 

Apart  from  patients  who  were  in  Institutions  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  39  were  admitted  during  1934. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  in  whose  area  your  district  is 
included,  paid  499  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes  ;  and  in  addition 
to  those  seen  at  the  Dispensary,  as  shown  above,  others  were  seen 
at  their  homes  by  myself  or  my  assistants  when  they  were  unable 
to  attend  the  Dispensary. 

Fourteen  patients  received  artificial  pneumothorax  treatment 
during  the  year,  the  refills  for  these  cases  totalling  97. 


Artificial  Light  treatment  is  afforded  at  St.  Helens  Dispensary 
for  suitable  cases. 


Nursing  requisites  are  issued  on  loan  to  patients  when 
required,  while  paper  hankerchiefs,  pocket  flasks  and  sputum  cups 
are  distributed  for  the  hygienic  disposal  of  sputum. 


Close  cot-operation  still  continues  to  be  maintained  between 
the  Local  Health  Department  and  the  Dispensary  organisation 
in  matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  patients,  including  the  disinfec¬ 
tion  of  clothing,  bedding  and  premises.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907.— Under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  510  births  were  notified  during 
1935.  Of  the  births  notified,  503  were  visited.  These  included 
new  births  transferred  by  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  out  of  the 
district. 


2,163  re-visits  were  made  to  infants  under  one  year,  and  3,760 
visits  to  infants  from  one  to  five  years  of  age,  and  whenever 
considered  necessary  the  patients  were  advised  to  obtain  medical 
aid.  846  special  visits  were  made  to  the  children.  In  connection 
with  ante -natal  work  there  were  154  visits  and  259  re-visits. 
Enquiries  were  made  regarding  14  still-births. 

INFANT  CONSULTATION  AND  MATERNITY  CLINIC. 
— -This  Clinic  was  inaugurated  in  February,  1917,  and  there  have 
been  this  year: — • 

298  infant  consultations  and  289  re-consultations. 

155  ante-natal  consultations  and  6122  re-consultations. 

32  post-natal  consultations  and  24  re -consultations. 


I  referred  51  children  to  the  Waterloo  and  District  General 
Hospital  for  treatment  for  Phimosis  during  the  year. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. — The  average  attendance 
at  the  Waterloo  and  Seaforth  Centres  for  the  past  twelve  months 
has  been  90  and  64  respectively.  The  centres  for  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  districts  are  held  on  separate  afternoons  weekly  in  the 
New  Clinic.  The  attendance  of  mothers  has  increased,  and  they 
are  of  the  type  one  desires,  many  of  them  being  young  mothers. 
Appropriate  lectures  are  delivered  upon  ante-natal,  post-natal, 
infant  care  and  complaints.  Instruction  is  given  as  to  the  value  of 
fresh  air,  sunlight,  proper  dietary,  regular  hours  of  feeding  and 
sleep,  cleanliness,  appropriate  clothing  and  the  preparation, 
selection  and  cooking  of  cheap  nutritious  foods.  Babies  are 
stripped  and  weighed  weekly.  The  weights  are  charted  and  kept 
for  reference  in  the  Clinic,  and  a  card  record  of  the  weight  is  given 
to  the  mother. 

The  ladies  of  the  Waterloo- with- Seaforth  Health  Society 
have  done  most  excellent  work  as  regards  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  During  the  year  the  Society  has  given  assistance 
to  297  families,  including  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 
4,111  gallons  of  milk  have  been  supplied.  Each  ease 

has  been  personally  and  regularly  visited  and  the  circum¬ 
stances  entered  into  by  ladies  of  the  Committee.  Cow  and  Gate, 
Trufood,  Ambrosia,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Malt,  Virol  and  Maltoline 
are  supplied  at  cost  price.  335  gallons  of  milk  have  been  given 
out  of  the  Society’s  own  funds  to  children  who  did  not  come 
under  the  Milk  Scheme.  Umbilical  belts  were  supplied  to  four 
babies*  and  one  truss.  The  maternity  bags  and  blankets  have 
been  lent  out  as  required.  Fireguards  are  provided  at  a  low 
cost,  as  also  sterile  outfits  for  confinement. 


The  Centres  qre  greatly  appreciated  and  are  accomplishing 
valuable  work. 


Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

The  total  number  of  patients  who  attended  this  Clinic  during 
1935  amounted  to  232,,  and  this  number  was  made  up  as  follows  : 

Ante-Natal — 155  new  cases ;  612  re-attendances. 

Post-Natal — 32  new  cases;  24  re-attendances. 

Midwives  sent  109  cases  for  advice  or  treatment  and 
7  cases  were  referred  by  doctors. 

There  were  8  patients  who  were  referred  to  Hospital — either 
the  Liverpool  Maternity  Hospital  or  the  Loyal  Infirmary — for 
special  advice,  treatment  or  investigation  (including  radiological 
examination)  some  of  the  reasons  for  sending  these  patients 
being: — glycosuria,  abnormal  presentation,  contracted  pelvis, 
chest  complications,  albuminuria  and  suspected  malformation  of 
the  child.  34  patients  were  transferred  to  Walton  Infirmary 
for  confi nement . 

Routine  advice  and  treatment  were  given  in  the  Clinic  and 
re -attendances  of  patients  were  more  regular  and  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  ante-natal  advice  and  examination 
the  following  were  dealt  with:  — 

Artificial  Light  treatment. 

Dental  treatment. 

Provision  of  extra>  nourishment. 

Blood  tests. 

Insertion  of  pessaries. 

The  Dick  test  for  immunity  against  Scarlet  Fever  and  similar 
infections  was  carried  out  as  a  routine,  and  all  patients  with  a 
positive  reaction  were  given  a  course  of  immunisation.

In  many  cases  the  children 
are  suffering  from  insufficient  nourishment,  and  are  referred  to 
the  Ladies’  HeaJth  Society,  through  whose  generous  help  much 
needed  supplies  of  milk,  milk  foods,  and  medical  necessarie-s, 
Halibut  Oil,  Malt,  Vitamin  capsules,  &c.,  are  supplied.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  past  year. 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  in  addition  to  the  preparation  of 
evidence  for  three  Public  Enquiries,  extra  work  in  connection 
with  the!  Shops  Acts  and  the  Housing  Act,  1935' — Overcrowding 
Survey  has  also  been  undertaken. 

Under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  158  houses 
were  inspected. 

There  has  been  a  demand  for  the  services  of  the  Department 
in  connection  with  verminous  premises,  disinfestation  being  carried 
out  in  99  instances. 

During  the  year  notices  were  served  for  the  removal  of  the 
caravans  from  the  vacant  land  between  the  new  Housing  Estate 
in  Seaforth  Road  and  the  Railway,  and  these  were  complied  with 
early  in  1936. 

There  was  a  limited  amount  of  flushing  of  drains  at  small 
houses,  and  of  sewers  in  special  positions. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

During  the  year,  2,116  inspections  were  made  of  properties  in 
the  district. 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  331  times  to  house  drains  and 
many  defects  were  discovered  which  would  not  have  been  found 
out  by  superficial  examination.  82  were  re-tests,  and  drain 
defects  were  found  in  61  instances.  Three  tests  were  carried  out 
at  the  occupiers  expense. 


Notices,  etc.,  Served. 


1,060  preliminary  notices  with  respect  to  various  nuisances 
found  in  the  course  of  inspection  were  served  upon  the  owners  or 
occupiers,  most  of  which  received  prompt  attention.  In  320 
instances  nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  and 
statutory  notices  ordered  to  be  served. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  issue  249  statutory  notices.  In  three 
instances  the  Council  did  the  work  in  default  and  charged  the 
owners  with  the  cost.  The  various  premises  were  visited  during 
the  progress  of  the  work  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  the  notices 
were  complied  with,  the  number  of  such  re-inspections  being  2,877. 
On  several  occasions  during  the  year  I  had  to  report  default  of 
compliance  to  abate  nuisances  to  the  Solicitor,  and  by  his  action 
Police  Court  proceedings  were  avoided. 


Housing. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District) 
Regulations,  158  houses  in  7  streets  were  inspected.  Two  houses 
with  large  families  were  found  to  be  overcrowded,  and  two  houses 
were  found  to  contain  two  families  each,  but  were  not  over¬ 
crowded. 


Of  the  houses  inspected,  155  were  found  to  be  in  need  of 
repair,  the  most  common  defects  ascertained  being  defective 
pointing  to  house  walls,  defective  house  roofs,  defective  window 
frames  and  broken  sash  cords.  The  smoke  test  was  applied  to 
the  drains,  of  all  houses  that  were  inspected,  and  as  a  result,  a 
number  of  minor  drainage  defects  were  found.  A  complete  list 
of  the  defects  found  at  the  houses  is  appended. 

The  work  of  repair  was  completed  at  82  of  the  houses  before 
i  he  end  of  the  year,  while  82  houses  that  had  been  inspected  during 
1934  were  also  made  fit,  the  total  number  of  houses  made  fit 
during  t lie  year  under  review  thus  being  164.  567  re-inspections 

and  visits  to  work  in  progress  were  made,  and  in  addition,  a 
number  of  visits  to  properties  were  made  with  owners  and 
contractors. 

During  the  year,  further  progress  was  made  in  connection 
with  the  first  part  of  the  Council’s  slum  clearance  programme. 

The  Council’s  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  for  Areas  Nos.  1 
and  2,  Sandy  Road,  Seaforth,  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  after  a  Public  Inquiry.

MILK  SUPPLY. — 49  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to 
Professor  Wright  for  examination.  Of  these,  26  were  from  local 
vendors  and  23  from  outside  sources.  Two  of  the  samples  were 
certified  to  be  tuberculous,  one  from  a  local  cowkeeper  and  one 
from!  a  dairy  farm  outside  the  district.  These  matters  received 
prompt  attention  from  the  County  Authorities  and  subsequent 
samples  Were  found  to*  be  negative. 


Inspection  of  Food. 

MEAT  SHOPS. 

Butchers  shops  in  the  district  have  been  kept  under  regular 
supervision,  the  number  of  visits  made'  being  331.  One  new  shop 
was  opened,  bringing  the  total  number  on  the  register  up  to  43. 
A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained  at  these 
premises,  and  in  this  respect  there  has  been  exellent  co-operation 
between  the  shop  managers  and  this  department. 
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The  following  minor  infringements  of  the  Meat-  Regulations 
were  discovered  and  the  offenders  warned  in  each  case  :  —

Control  of  Infectious  Disease. 


138  first  visits  and  169  re-visits  have  been  paid  to  houses 
where  infectious  disease  occurred.  Enquiries  were  made  into 
each  case.  200  intimations  were  sent-  to  Head  Teachers  regarding 
school  children  from  houses  where  there  was  infectious  disease, 
and  in  every  case  milk  dealers  were  notified. 

564  rooms  at  dwelling-houses  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
paper  being  scraped  from  off  the  walls-  wherever  necessary. 
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Disinfecting  fluid  has  been  given  to  the  ratepayers  when 
infectious  disease  occurred  in  their  homes. 

The  disinfecting  aparatus  was  used  279  times.  5,349 
articles  of  bedding,  etc.,  being  disinfected,  and  155  articles  were 
destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners.  187  library  books  were 
disinfected. 


Public  Elementary  Schools. 

The  smoke  test  was  applied  to  the  drains  of  all  elementary 
schools,  and  an  examination  was  made  of  the  sanitary  fittings. 
All  defects  discovered  were  reported  to  the  Chief  Education 
Officer,  and  the  necessary  work  was  duly  carried  out,  during  the 
summer  holidavs. 

i j 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

The  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops  have  been  regularly 
visited,  and  I  have  found  them  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Three  applicationsl  to-  be  registered  as  cowkeepers  or  purveyors  of 
milk  have  been  received,  and  were  granted  after  an  inspection 
of  the  premises. 


One  licence  to  retail  “Certified”  milk  and  three  supplementary 
licences  to  retail  “Grade  A”  milk  were  issued. 

During  the  year  141  visits  have  been  made  to  cowsheds  and 
milkshops  in  the  district.  In  addition  trere  is  a  large  number  of 
purveyors  who  retail  bottled  milk  only,  and  others  resident  out¬ 
side  the  district. 


At  one  shippon  the' yard  was  concreted  and  the  middenstead 
repaired,  the  roof  re-slated  and  outlet  ventilation  provided  at 
another  shippon,  the  ventilation  improved  at  one  dairy  and  a 
plant  for  sterilizing  bottles  provided  at  a  second  dairy.  Refrigerators 
have  been  fixed  at  two  shippons  and  one  dairy.  Eive  dairies  have 
been  re-painted. 


Shops  Acts,  1912 — 1934. 

lJrior  to  the  passing  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  the  inspections 
under  the  previous  Shops  Acts  was  undertaken  by  the  County 
Police. 
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Early  in  the  year,  the  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  also 
appointed  to  carry  out  the  duties  under  the  Shops  Acts,  1912-34. 

A  card  index  system  of  registration  of  shops  was  introduced. 
Many  visits  had  to  be  made  in  the  evenings  to  seq  that  the  hours 
of  closing  of  the  various  trades  were  observed.  Warnings  for 
breaches  of  the  Acts  had  to  be  given  at  the  beginning,  and  later  in 
the  year  there  was  a  considerable  improvement,  both  in  this  and 
in  connection  with  the  half-holiday  closing. 

Attention  was  also  paid  to  the  hours  of  employment  of  young 
persons  under!  18  years  of  age,  and  any  complaints  of  excessive 
hours  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

No  action  was  taken  regarding  the  temperature  in  shops,  but 
in  several  instances  the  ventilation  was  improved  and  extra 
sanitary  conveniences  were  provided. 


Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

The  factories,  workshops,  workplaces  and  laundries  in  the 
district  have  been  inspected,  67  visits  having  been  made. 


The  walls  and  ceilings  of  121  workrooms  required  limewashing 
or  cleansing,  and  in  four  instances  the  floors  were  dirty. 

Closets  were  repaired  at  two  factories,  and  in  one  instance 
foul  closets  were  cleansed. 


Notices  were  given  to  abate  nuisances  at  workshop  premises, 
and  all  received  attention  from  owners  or  occupiers. 

Four  notices  were  received  from  the  Factory  Inspector 
relative  to  occupation  and  insanitary  conditions  at  these  premises. 


Home  Work. 

The  usual  lists  of  outworkers  residing  in  the  district  have  been 
received,  the  homes  were  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
state. 


Bakehouses. 

The  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a 
sanitary  condition, 


In  30  instances  the  cleansing  of  walls  and  ceilings  of  rooms 
had  not  been  done  and  15  nuisances  were  found  at  bakehouse 
premises.  All  these  matters  received  attention.  Three  notices  of 
occupation  and  of  irregularities  at  bakehouses  were  sent  in. 

Improvements  were  made  at  five  bakehouses. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 


There  are  13  registered  houses  let  in  lodgings  in  the  district, 
and  to  these  198  visits  were  paid.  No  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
discovered  during  the  year.  This  probably  was  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions  all  the  houses  were  large 
buildings  with  rooms  of  considerable  size.

FISH  FRIERS. 


170  visits  were  paid  to  fish  friers,  and  the  inspections  made 
showed  the  existence  of  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness.  The 
quarterly  cleansing  of  premises,  as  provided  for  by  the  bye-laws, 
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was  in  all  cases  carried  out.  The  following  improvements  were

FAT  MELTING. — One  small  fat  melting  business  has  been 
carried  on  satisfactorily. 


House  Refuse. 

The  removal  of  house  and  shop  refuse  is  carried  out  in  an 
efficient  manner  by  the  Council’s  own  staff.  One  Pagefield  Unit, 
consisting  of  four1  covered  containers  and  one  Pagefield  chassis 
with  Diesel  engine,  is  employed.  The  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly, 
but,  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  resolution,  there  has  been 
an  alteration  regarding  the  collection  of  shop  refuse,  one  bin  only 
being  removed  free  of  charge  from  each  shop,  twice  a  week. 


The  Liverpool  Depot  of  the  Salvation  Army  has  ceased  to 
collect  waste  paper  from  the  shopkeepers,  as  the  demand  for 
paper  was  poor  and  transport  difficult. 

It  is  generally  recognised  that  the  Pagefield,  System  of  refuse 
collection  ras  been  very  successful  in  this  district,  but  owing  to 
the  increase  ini  the  number  of  houses  built  in  the  past  few  years, 
we  cannot  deal  efficiently  with  this  important  work  without 
increased  transport.  The  new  covered  motor  refuse  collecting 
vehicle  to  be  provided  in  the  new  year  will  supply  this  need. 

The  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  on  low-lying 
land  at  Carrfield  Farm.
